LIGHTNING BOLTS WORK HAVOC 
DURING STORM 



The home of W. T. Caywood, fa- 
ther of County School Superintend- 
ent J. B. Caywood, near Paris, was 
struck by lightning during an elec- 
trical storm, resulting in considera- 
ble damage to the building. Mr. 
Caywood and his son, S. W. Cay- 
wood, were both sick in bed in the 
home. The bolt of lightning passed 
over their heads, both being stun- 
ned. Front and rear porch roofs 
were torn away, weather-boarding 
torn from one side of the house, and 
plastering from th* walls. A wire 
clothes line stretched between two 
trees in the yard was cut into small 
pieces. The lightning followed tele- 
phone wires into the house, tearing 
the instrument from the 'Wall. 

Lightning struck a barn on the 
farm of Geo. B. White, near Lex- 
ington. The barn, with 25,000 
pounds of tobacco, and a number of 
farming implements was destroyed 
in half an hour after the blaze was 
discovered. A small amount of in- 
surance was carried on the barn 
and implements. 

Near Midway, lightning struck a 
barn belonging to Charles Nichols, 
Jr., destroying it, together with 
twelve acres of tobacco, an automo- 
mlle, a horse, and a large quantity 
of oats and corn. The loss was 
about $7,000, with no insurance. 

The large tobacco barn owned by 
Mrs. C. R. Pruitt, on her farm near 
Mt. Sterling, was struck by lightning 
and badly damaged. The barn and 
contents were covered by insurance.

The Burley tobacco district of 
Kentucky, Ohio and Indiana, was di- 
vided into twenty-two districts Sat- 
urday night by the committee on dis- 
tricting and elections, but the date 
of the elections^was not agreed upon, 
being left to a later meeting of the 
committee. 4 r 

Decision in the matter of the dis- 
tricts came after three days of delib- 
eration, in which an effort was made 
to harmonize all differences of opin- 
ion as to what plan was best in the 
alignment of the counties. The 
committee's decision was unanimous, 
and came after three days of delib- 
eration. 

The committee is composed of T. S. 
Burnam, of Madison county, chair- 
man; Bush W. Allen, of Mercer 
Martin L. Harris, of Indiana; Albert 
Day, of Mason; Joseph Passonneau, 
organization manager, of Fayette. 

The counties of Fayette, Bourbon, 
Shelby, Mason and Scott are made 
separate district* Another district 
is composed of the counties of Ohio 
in the Burley bejt and still another 
is composed of the Indiana counties. 

The districts, as finally agreed up- 
on and announced, are as follows: 

District 1, Fayette; 2 Bourbon; 3 
Shelby; 4 Mason; 5 Scott; 6 State of 
Ohio; 7 State of Indiana; 8 Wood- 
ford and Franklin; 9 Owen and Car- 
roll; 10 Henry and Trimble; 11 
Grant, Gallitin, Boone, Kenton and 
Campbell; 12 Marrison and Pendle- 
ton; 13 Bracken, Robertson and 
Nicholas; 14 Bath and Montgomery; 
15 Fleming, Lewis, Carter and 
Greenup; 10 Garrard, Lincoln and 
Casey; 17 Boyd and Mercer; 18 
Anderson, Washington, Marion, Tay- 
lor and Greene; 19 Jessamine, Madi- 
son, Rockcastle, Jackson and Laurel; 
20 Spencer, Jefferson, Bullitt and 
Nelson; 21 Hardin, Hart, Meade, 
Breckinridge, Grayson, Barren, Cum- 
berland, Metcalfe and Laurel; 22 
Clark, Powell, Menifee and Estill. 

The Burley Tobacco Growers Co- 
operative Association, which fin- 
ished its preliminary work last 
week by the pooling of more than 
180,000,000 pounds of tobacco ot the 
less than 210,000,000 pounds grown 
in the burley district in 1920, is the 
largest single co-operative associa- 
tion in the world, with 42,000 mem- 
bers and the probability that it can 
have between 8,000 and 10,000 more 
if it decides to permit those who so 
far have failed to sign up their crops 
with the association to come into the 
organization. 

Tobacco warehousemen of the 
Burley District will meet in Lexing- 
ton to-day (Tuesday), Nov. 22, at 
10 o'clock a. m., to confer with the 
warehouse committee of the Burley 
Tobacco Grawers' Co-operative Asso- 
ciation in regard to the lease or ren- 
tal of their property to the associa- 
tion for the handling of the tobacco 
crop pledged to it.

Schools of State 



TO PARIS SCHOOL 



At a meeting of the Kentucky 
College Association, held in Lexing- 
ton, Saturday, the Paris 'High School 
was placed in the A A class of Ken- 
tucky High Schools. 

In October the Paris High School, 
placed on the honor roll by the 
Southern Association of Colleges and 
Universities. This means that grad- 
uates of the Paris High School can 
enter any college or university in 
America without examination, except 
the few colleges that do not accept 
anyone without examination. 

Parents who have children in the 
Paris High School are asked to see 
that their children study at home at 
least three hours every day. If your 
child does not study that much at 
home every day you can know, before 
the monthly report is received, that 
he or she is not doing satisfactory 
work in school. Never in the history 
of American education has so much 
been demanded of the High School, 
and to meet these demands children 
must study. Teachers can do little 
for your child without good and reg- 
ular home study. In about two 
months the mid-year examinations 
will be held in the Paris High School 
and if your son or daughter is to go 
on with his or her present class you 
should look well to his or her home 
study. 

I am very anxious to have the 
number of children making the hon- 
or roll grades increased. Do you 
know that your child is getting to 
school on time every morning? Are 
you sending requests to the school 
to have you rchild excused early in 
the afternoons? I know that these 
infringments on the school regula- 
tions sometimes cannot be iieioed, 
but I ask you to co-operate with us 
to the fullest extent, that we may 
serve your child best. 

Wednesday afternoon the Paris 
City Schools will dismiss for the 
Thanksgiving holidays, and will re- 
sume work on Monday, November 28. 

I am well pleased with the way the 
parents visit the school this year. 
If you have not visited the school 
this year I shall be glad to have you 
come before December 23. When we 
close for Christmas we want to be 
able to say that every parent hav- 
ing a child in the Paris City School 
has visited the school since the open- 
ing in September. Come to the City 
School, where you are always wel- 
come.

Sehon points out that but for the 
work of the Society, thousands of 
prosperous men and happy wives 
who now are citizens of a State that 
is proud of them, might be living 
this Thanksgiving day in poverty and 
crime; it might have been they 
whose tables now bend under the 
weight of the Thanksgiving feast 
Thursday, who might, have sat down 
to a bare table and only the scraps 
thrown out to them by charity. 

In nearly every community in 
Kentucky are prosperous, happy per- 
sons who were taken in by the Chil- 
dren's Home Society, in many of the 
cases being resc*ued from squalor 
and criminal surroundings. In the 
name of these little children, says 
Mr. Sehon, he appeals through the 
newspapers for money to construct 
the cottage village, so badly needed 
to carry on this work of child res- 
cue.

MANUFACTURES IN CITIES OF 
KENTUCKY. 

The Department of Commerce, 
through the Bureau of the Census, 
reports the general results of the 
1920 census of manfacturers, cov- 
ering the year 1919, for the cities 
of Kentucky. The figures are pre- 
liminary and subject to such change 
and correction as may be found nec- 
essary from a further examination 
of the reports. 

The census of manufactures, 1919, 
like that of 1914, exclude the hand 
trades, the building trades, and the 
neighboring industries, and took ac- 
count only of establishments con- 
ducted under tile so-called factory 
system. The word "establishment" 
as used in the census reports may 
mean more than 6ne mill or plant, 
provided they are owned or con- 
trolled and operated by a single in- 
dividual, partnership, corporation or 
other ownes or corporation, and are 
located in the same town or city. 

The reports were taken for the 
calendar year ending December 31, 
1919, or the businfess year of the es- 
tablishment most nearly conform- 
ing to that calendar year. 

The ^census inquiry calls for the 
amount of capital, both owned and 
borrowed, invested in the business, 
but excludes the value of rented 
property. 

In addition to the component ma- 1 
terials which enter into the value of 
products, the cost of materials in 
this summary includes the cost of 
fuel, mill supplies, and rent of power 
and heat. 

The value of products represents 
their selling value or price at the 
plants as x actually turned out by the 
factories (hiring the census year, 
whether sold or on hand.

THE NUKSES' UNION 




Can the rules and regulations of 
the labor union be applied to the 
services of a trained nurse in a 
manner which squares with the du- 
ties of her profession? 

This is the question which seems 
to be raised by the revolt of Dr. 
Chas. H. Mayo, head of the famous 
Mayo clinic at Rochester, Minnesota. 

Dr. Mayo is calling for 100,000 
sub-nurses to relieve "the acute 
shortage." He maintains that the 
leader> of the now nurses' union 
have carried their methods too far 
and with too high a hand, and in 
doing this have defeated their own 
purpose, "for they* have lost Sight 
of the real impulse of their profes- 
sion, the alleviation of the pain of 
the world." 

It is his contention that minis- 
tration to the dying cannot be hound 
by hard and fast rules, and in the 
formulation of inks governing the 
nurses' union the leaders ought to 
take the obligation of the nurses to 
the services of humanity into consid- 
eration. 

There can be no objection to tfee 
nurses' organization, but commorci- j 
alization fe a thing that ought to be I 
] avoided. — > 

Think of a nurses' sfrike at a hos- { 
pital. We might as well imagine 
the doctors going on strike, for the 
nurse is the rght hand of the -doctor. 

It may be argued that the doctors 
themselves are organized," but if 
they are it is under regulations 
which throw no restrictions around 
their hours of service. They may be 
organized to maintain a scale of 
prices, but they are free to go when 
a call is made and the limit of their 
stay at the bedside of a patient is 
fixed by the needs of the case. 

If the nurses' union will amend its 
rules along the same lines there can 
bo no objection to it.
